The few Agawam i-esidents 65 | 
and over who have not yet signed 
up for hospital insurance under 
medicare fall into two general 
gi-oups—those who do not undei*- 
stand that hospital insurance is 
available even to those who have 
never worked under social secur¬ 
ity and those who delay filing 
because they think they must 
wait until they i*etire. 

Daniel J. Murphy, Jr., social 
security district manager in 
Springfield, reports that even 
though nearly everyone reaching 
65 before 1968 can have hospital 
in.surance, some people Avho have 
not worked long enough under 
social security to . receive cash 
benefits, and others who are still 
working^ have not come in be¬ 
cause they do not realize that 
they are eligible. 

Mi\ Mui'phy emphasized that 
: even people who -may not even 
have a social security card and 
may never have woi*ked under 
the program are eligible and 
should come in aixd sign up. 

Starting in 1968 those i-eaching 
65 who are not eligible for cash 
social secui’ity benefits will need 


some cx’edit for wox'k under tlxe 
law to qualify for hospital insui*- 
ance. However, peo))le born in 
1902 or earlier do not require any 
coverage under social security to 
qualify for hospital insurance. If 
they Haven’t already applidd, Mj*. 
IMurphy suggests they do so with¬ 
out delay. 

Similaily, people who are cov- 
ei‘ed by social security, but not 
eligible for cash benefits because 
they are still working, can have 
hospital protection as soon as 
they reach 65. 

Mr. Murphy explained that 
Agawam residents who plan to 
continue woi’king when they I’cach 
65 should apply within the three 
months prior to the month in 
which they have their Goth birth¬ 
day. By applying for social sec¬ 
urity, they will be covered by 
hospital insurance and can make 
their decision on voluntaiy' med¬ 
ical insurance coverage. Liiter on, 
when they x^etire or liave reduced 
earnings which will permit pay¬ 
ment of benefits, monthly checks 
can be started without delay.
